THE CENSUS. 


Andover's Population Shows a Very Slight 
Increase. 


A statement of the first count ia the 


| fifth decennial] census of Massachusetts 


has been received at this office from Hor- 
ace G. Wadlin, chief. of the bureau of 
statistics of labor. _The population of 
Andover is given as 6,148, a gain of 437 ORS 
7:5 per cent, as compared with the cén- 
sus of 1885. According to the 1890 cen- 
sus Andover had 6,142 inhabitants, which 
shows that going. by these figures the 
town has increased only.6 in its popul, 
tion.in the last five years, not a very grat- 
ifying increase indeed. To many of those 
who have heard the local result of this 
year’s census, the announcement was a 
surprise and disappointment, It was— 
‘generally expected that the 7,000 mark 
would be reached. The result, however, 
as given above is not final, as. there will 
be another count and meantime, if-there

Pray, dean reader, imagine yourself, 

one of a party starting from the hotel 

for a trip to this interesting, harrowing,

til twelve or so, yet perhaps, the best 
time to get there is about 7.80 or 7.45. 
The walk, through street after street, 
lined with Chinese stores and houses, 
all of the simplest form of ‘*box’? archi- 
tecture, well prepares you for your des- 
tination. As you move along you may 
imagine yourself in the ‘Flowery 
Kingdom.’ | At’ every doorway ‘is a 
group of “Flowers,” male and .female, 
earnestly watching the ‘‘haoli’ or 
stranger. (If the foreigner is a partic- 
ularly hateful or much disliked man, 
his 18 dignified by. the Chinese as an 
“Tlishman! ’’)’ The stores are always 
open(even Sunday; via side door! ) and 
you will catch glimpses of the merchan- 
dise we have inspected before on a 
week day. 

In going to the theatre we cross the 
only river of any.size in the city prop- 
er, and into a dark and “poky’”’ coun- 
try. Away over in a field is a big 
white ‘*barn’’—I can think of no better 
term. The walks are whitewashed, 
and are destitute ‘of 
whatever. © The ap- 
proach to the ‘barn’ is not ‘very pre- 
tentidus, only a very dark lane, lighted 
‘by a- lantern suspended. from, a tree.

Slight Improvement Noted In| 
& 


the Butter .Trade. 


Shrinkage In the Manufacture of Cheese. 
Little Better Feeling In the Egg Mar- 
ket—Wool anjl Live Stock Dealings. 


- Boston, Aug. 22.—The butter situation 

shows a slight improvement. Receipts 

have fallen off; more butter taken out of 

cold storage last week than was put in. 
. These points; with the coming of a large 
nuinber of visitors to Boston and the re- 
turn home of our absentees, indicate a 
firmer market and more trade, 

After the slow business of the past few 
weeks it is no more than reasonable that 
the market should take a turn for the 
better. The iow prices as compared with 
last year should lead to a larger consumip- 
tion and reduce the large surplus in cold 
storage. 

The statement received from the Quincy 
Cold Storage company shows that 3 41 
tubs were put in and 4677 tubs were'taken 
out. a net decrease of 1636 tubs, leaving a 
stock of 190,955. tubs against 143,130 tubs 
same, time last year. This is the first 
time that a deérease in stock has been 
made since the middle of May. 

The butter interest has grown’ to be a 
very important one in Boston. During 
the last trade’ year the actual consump- 
tion’ here was 40,000,000 pounds. Allowing 
an average valuation of 20 cents per pownd 
the total valuation would be $8,000,000, 
The surplus stock held here now is well on 
to 200,000 tubs, which may be estimated at 
$1,500,000. > : 

The only new feature in the cheese situa- 
tion is the slight advance ,obtained in the 
country. . Exports contintte small, In 
New York there is a falling off for the sea- 
son of nearly 300,000° boxes, as compared 
with last year. The make in the cheese 
district is, said to have shrunk about the 
same amount, i 

In the egy market there is a little better 
feeling. Western shippers are looking for 
higher prices, but receivecs here find it al- 
most impossible to stiffen the market, 
owing to the liberal current receipts. If 
these were curtailed there would be a 
chance for aw"advance. The cold storage 
was reduced a few hundred cases, but it 
still remains large as compared with last 
year. : 

Beans continue slow of sale. © Choice 
medium and marrow pea are offered freely 
at $2 per bushel to arrive, but very few 
sales can be made. Yellow eyes, which 
are not in large supply, hold fairly steady 
at $2 20 to $2 25. Red kidneys are dull at 
$1 75 to $1 90. ! 

The market is well supplied with all 
kinds of seasonable fruit, and trade is fair. 
Peaches are coming along regularly, and 
range mostly from $1 to $1 50 per basket, 
with some fancy selections higher.

The nomination of Campbell means an 
aggressive campaign in Ohio, where Me- 
Kinley is now recognized as a candidate 
for president and Foraker for senator, the 
fate of both depending largely upon the 
pending contest between Campbell and 
Bushnell for governor. It is generally 


‘understood that ex-Goyernor Campbell 


was induced to make the race by‘promises 
of support for the presidential) nomina- 
tion, in the event of success, next Noyem- 
ber, in which contingency he may again 
confront his. old ,opponent—McKinley. 
And in co-operating with Senator \Brice 
for a. Democratic legislature, ex-Governor 
Campbell is. again confronting his other 
old opponent—Foraker. 

Although Senator Brice isalso known 
to have presidential aspirations, it is the 
generally accepted theory that Brice and 
Campbell have reached such. an under- 
standing, so as to contest everything in 
Ohio with, McKinley and Foraker, who 
have everything at stake on the election of 
Asa Bushnell for governor anda Republi- 
can legislature next November. 

Itis thought that the contest. between 
these old leaguers in Ohio will foreshadow 
the currency question ‘and other issues. 
There is so lictle difference between the 
Republicah and Democratic platforms on 
silver that the currency question -is now 
generally believed to be disposed of in 
Ohio, but the tariff wilk be kept promi- 
nent,-as the parties: differ widely on that 
issue, and Governor Canipbell is expected 
‘to arraign the Republican state adminis- 
tration of the past four years very severely, 
as he did in the previous Campaigns. 

Governor Campbell called in -his friends 
before leaving and, with Senator Brice and 
others, arranged for beginning at once an 
aggressive campaign, in which they expect 
the co-operation of leading Democruts 
throughout the country.

The Investigation by Trustees and Visitors 
Approves Hi¥ Teachings. 


Nothing eould have startled the good 
people. of Atidover more than the rumor 
that was current about “town last wiek 
that Prof. W. Il. Ryder was being tried 
by the Board of Visitors of the Seminary 
on the charge of heresy.” An investiga- 
tion of the rumor proved that it would 
be more nearly the truth to say that the 
board of visitors was investigating some 
of Prof. Ryder’s teachings, for the affair 
has been in no sense a-trial. For about 
three years there-have been questionings 
in regard to the soundness: of certain 
teachings of Prof. Ryder. The trustees 
have examinéd into these doubtful points 
and approved the teachings, but the 
board of visitors have not been so easily 
convineed. Their doubt resulted at the 
last commencement, 1 presenting to 
Prof. Ryder & series of questions ipquir- 
ing intowhat he had taught regarding the

pheus Hardy Esq. of Boston, The entire 
Board of Visitors was present, Rev. Dr, 
George Leon Walker, President, of Hart 
ford, Rev. Dr. Alonzo H. Quint of Boston 
and Judge Bassett of Northampton. 
There were also present representations 
of the faculty find a very few’others. 

Dr, Fiske presented, in behalf of the 
Trustees, a paper, which stated cleaily 
the conclusions of that boatd, re-aftirm- 
ing the report, which was made last May.

their parents. It is a common.sight to 
see in the streets of Manilla father and 
mother sauntering along with enormous 
cigars in their mouths and followed by 
five: or six children, varying in ages 
from 10 to 20, all smoking. At the lit- 
tle theater in Manilla, where a few per- 
formances are given in each winter's 
season, every one smokes, and the roof 
is so arranged that the smoky air can 
pass quickly away. In eyery home, 
whether in the country or Th the heart 
of Manilla, there are always heaps of 
dried tobacco leaves, tied in bunches, 
upon the floor or ina shed. near the 
house, and the provident Tagal lays in 
a stock of. tobacco for hgusehold pur- 
poses several times a year as carefully 
as the American does the family supply 
of potatoes or flour. Strange as it may 
seem, very little tobacco is exported, 
and the reason given is that the Span- 
ish, for their own reasons, have dis- 
couraged and ruined the exportation of 
the weed.—New York Times. 


First Water Diamonds, ~ 
«What do I mean ‘by the expres- 
sion ‘first water?’ ‘The expression ‘first 
water’ when applied toa diamond de- 
notes that it is free from all traces of 
color, blemish, flaw or other imperfec- 
tion, and that its brilliancy is perfect. 
It is, however, frequently applied to 
stonés not quite perfect, but the best 
that the dealer has, and they may be of 
only second-quality. It is almost im- 
possible to valne a diamond by its 
weight only. Color, brilliancy, cutting 
and the general perfection of the stone 
have'all to be taken into ‘account, Of 
two stones. both flawless and of the 
same weight, one may be worth $600 
and the other $12,000. Exceptional 
stones often bring umusual prices, while 
‘off color’ stones—sell from $60 to $100 
a caret, regardless of size. The poor 
qualities have depreciated so much in 
value that some are worth only from 
one-tenth to one-fourth what they were 
worth 20 years ago. This is specially 
true of large stones of the second or 
third quality. ’’—Chicago Record. -
